1 be ntinosphero ia capable of hearing . 
Vast armadas of souuds. and let us freight 
them to their utmost capacity. There are 
very laige numb..rs of our people, who, 
by reas'in of their physical iutirmities, i 
have long been unable to leave their 
homes after daik, but we hope that this 
occasion will strengthen tbe weak, impart 
life to tbe nerves of tbe half-paralyaed, 
set tbe crippled upon their feet, and al- 
most esuse the dumb to shout and sing. 

A mighty eulbusiasm has wrought won- 
ders eie now. 1 

But we must not rest satished to-night 
with manifestations of enthusiasm. Tbe 
heroes who raise the resounding cry of 
victoiy upon the battle field do not 
forget that other victories are to be won. 
The great and triumphant campaign of 
Democratic conservatism is not, although 
gloriously prosecuted, at an end. Tbe 
ewd is vividly in view, but we can as yet 
behold it only over some fields and Hoods. 
We ought to be not only enthusiastic, hut 
prudent, and resolved, and stern. We 
should proclaim to tbe country our sacred 
and well-considered principles, whether 
we dojit in calm voices, or in stormy tones 
that the clouds shall render back as if 
echoing the beat of ‘‘the thunder-drum of 
heaven.'' 

Ethical asd Matueratical. — T he New 
York World thus reasons in favor of the 
alleged obligation of the government to 
redeem the five-twenties in coin; 

That the Senate amendments exempted 
the iNferrsf of the bonds from the opera- 
tion of tbe legal tender clausa is on all 
I hands admitted. But the exemption of 
the interest exempted also tbe principal. 
Tbe principal and interest of the public 
; debt bold a certain fixed aritbmelical re- 
lation to each other ; the six per cent an- 
! nual interest being precisely six one-hun- 
dredths of the amount ultimately due as 
' tbe piincipal of tbe debt If either interest 
I or principal fluctuates in value they neces- 
1 Esrily fluctuate together, their ratio to each 
I other being constantly as six is to one 
hundred, whatsoever msy be the absolute 
value of either. If I borrowed last year 
a thousand dollars in greenbacks and the 
I annual interest is due to-day. the si.viy 
dollars which I pay to-day is worth pre- 
I citely six one-handredlhs of the value of 
the principal to-day; and th-s would be 
eijually true whether tbe depreciation 
Were thirty p.er cent, or three hundred, 
so fixed is the prop-irtion between luler- 
est at any given rate and the principal 
on which It it paid- When, therefore, the ; 
j government engages to pay the interest 
on a certain debt in com, and declares, 
at tbe same time, that tbe rate is six per 
, cent, it thereby engages that the princi- 
pal shall alto be paid in coin; for other- 
wise the interest would not be six one- 
Lundretbs of the principal, and the rate 
. p<-r cent, would be some other than six. 
j Very well; that is really the case with 
the rate per cent of the interest on the 
Eve-twenties. Though nominally six per 
cei.i, it is really greater, in the proportion 
I that the value of coin is greater than that 
of greeiibaeks; and this fact Congress de- 
clarid. as it intended to declare, in pro- 
viding that the interest should be paid in 
cf'iii. If the words in rein Lad not been 
, added, tbe interest, so far as the law is 
i concerned, would then have stood on the 
I'same fooling as the principal, and the 
, World's method of reasoning, though 
j somiwhat nice at best, might have 
applied; but, as tbe case is, the 
I method is inapplicable. The reasoning 
is of course fallacious. The couaequence 
i to which it reduces the contrary position, 

I instead of being inadmissible, is in fact 
' tbe true effect of the law. In providing 
that tbe interest should be paid in coin. 
Congress, as we have said, declared and 
i intended to declare that the real rate per 
' cent should be greater than the no-minal 
rate; this was the sole design, as it is the 
1 sole effect, of the provision. Under the 
legal tender act, six per eenl in coin 
is not really six per cent, but seven or 
eight or nine per cent, according to the 
relative value of coin ; and such is the 
rate per cent at which the law fixes the 
interest on tbe five-twenties. It is simply 
as if the law bad declared that the in- 
terei-t should be at a rate per cent in 
greenbacks equivalent to six per cent in 
coin. Tbe exemption of the interest 
fr«m the operation of the legal tender act 
has this eflect and no other. It conse 
quenlly does not exempt tbe principal. 
Rut this ia not the whole argument against 
til World's conclusion. 

We will briefly stats the whole argu- 
ment as we understand it The presump- 
tion is that whatever the law makes a legal 
tender ia a legal tender in the payment of 
all debts whatever, and no debt which the 
law does not expressly except can be ex- 
empt from its operation. Tbe law ex- 
pressly excepts the interest on the five- 
twenties; but, so far from expressly ex- 
cepting the principal, it expressly includes 
iL Here is the language of the law: “And 
such notes herein authorized shall be re- 
ceivable in payment of all taxes, in- 
ternal duties, excises, debts, and de- 
j mands of every kind due to the United 
States, except duties on imports, and of 
all claims and demands against the United 
States of every kind whatsoever, except 
for iuUrttt upon bond* and uotet, trhick 
tkall be paid fa coin, and shall also 1>e 
, lawful money and a legal tender in pay- 
' ment of all debts, rrauc and private, 
within the United States, except duties on 
imports antf lafcresf as aforesaid.” Upon 
this language we are willing to snbmit the 
. case writhoot argument to any intelligent 
; and candid person. It appears to os to 
I be toe clear for controversy. 

! The World, however, supplements its 
' mathematical argument with an ethical 
one, saying: 

The law — the law, as Mr. Pendleton well 
I knows, alike of ancient Rome, all the 
Slates of modern Europe, and of this 
country — is that the act of a recognized 
agent binds bis principal, if, when it comes 
lo his knowledge, he does not disclaim iu 
tiemper qwi non prokibet pro se interrenire, 
mandate ereditur. The principle is as 
old at the science of jurisprudence; and, 
although the government is not amenable 
to a court, it it unquestionably bound by 
the obligation of nniversal justice on 



that the Secretary of the Treasniy inter- 
preted the law us exeispling the principal 
as well as interest of the public debt from 
the operation of the legal tender act, and 
their acquiescence equally bound the gov- 
ernment whether the interpretation was 
according to the original intention of Con- 
gress or rot. 

To this argument there are two answers, 
either of which, as we conceive, is con- 
clusive. 

In the first place, a law is not a letter of 
attorney, every known violation of which 
tbe law-making power is bound to disown 
on pain of becoming responsible for the 
consequences, imt a fixed aud solemn reg- 
ulation, of which the citizen himself is 
Imundto take notice, and which he neglects 
at his own peril. If the law is unequivocal, 
the law making power is neither morally 
nor legally responsible for acta which the 
law does not warrant; and tbe law au- 
thorizing the issue of legal-tender notes, 
as we have seen, is unequivocal. It is so 
plain “that he may run that readeth it.” 

Rut. iu the second place, Congress for 
a long time hud no reason to belier>- “that 
the Secretary of the Treasury interpreted 
the law as exempting the principal as 
well as interest of the public debt from 
tbe operation of the legal tender act:’’ 
ai.d, when at last it did have some reason 
to believe this, it discountenanced tbe in- 
terpretation. What we here say is a 
part of the parliamentary history of tbe 
country. Upwards of two years after the 
passage of the legal-tender art. Congress 
was so ignorant of the Secretary’s inter- ' 
pretation that it became a .subject of in- 
quiry in debate; and, when a memb>-r 
reprt-si nted him as favoring the interpre- 
tation which the World defends, the politi- 
cal leader of the body, without contradic- 
ticu from any one, scouted the interpreta- 
tion as utterly unwarranted by the law. 

“ Tbe principal of the debt,’’ he d'-clared, 
"can be paid in greenbacks, without any 
violation of the jiublic faith. ’ And not a 
solitary member gainsaid the declaration. 
The interpretation, therefore, was not ac- 
quiesced in by Congress. As soon as it 
was claimed it was disclaimed. And it 
was disclaimed quite as distinctly as it 
was claimed. 

The World's ethical argument is as fu- 
tile as its mathematical one. Both are 
wholly futile. And we may fairly conclude 
that tbe case does not admit of any better 
argument If it did, we msy be sure that 
so masterly a disputant as the Editor of 
the World would not have taken these ex- I 
cursioDS into the remote provinces of | 
ethics and mathematics. He seeks for ; 
aiguments abroad because the argumeut ! 
at home is unanswerably against him. In | 
saying this, however, we do not wish tp be i 
nnderstood as impugning his candor; 
though, seeing that in a subsequent number 
of the W orld tbe views which he thus signal- 
ly fails toconfute are harshly characterized 
as “the xepudiatioQ tenets of Messrs. But- 
ler and Pendleton,” we hope that we 
shall he pardoned if we venture to ques- 
tion both bis discretion and his taste. 
But these are matters scarcely worthy of 
dispute with anybody, much less with a 
political triend, and least of all with an 
admired and potent one. Neverthele.ss. 
we must say that our friend of liie World 
is bound in decency to improve citlier his 
argument or Lis manners. 

( luio. — The Democratic victory in Ohio, 
though stupendous, is not quite so com- 
plete as we yesterday supjiosed it to be. 
According to the despatches received 
from Cincinnati during the forenoon of 
yesterday, the llcpublicans, by means of 
their heavy vote in the Western Reserve 
counties, have elected their candidate for 
Governor by from one to two or two and a 
half thousand majority, hut even the rad- 
ical papers admit that the Democrats hare 
carried both the Senate and House of 
Representatives by a handsome ma- 
jority. And it was more impor 
portant to carry the Senate and House 
than to carry the Governor, the ianctioas 
of the latter being politically iusigiiid- 
canL 

Tbe Republicans, though they have got 
their Governor, have got him by tbe leanest 
and lankesl kind of a majority. Their 
success in electing him shows only that the 
Democratic tempest through Ohio was not 
quite so all-sw-eeping as both Democrats 
aud radicals every where out of tbe Slate 
were lead to believe. A few, a very few 
radical leaves are left quivering and shiv- 
ering on their boughs, but they will fall in 
tbe next breeze, if not in a dead calm. 
There isno practical difference politically, 
not a particle, between the reduction ot 
the Republican majority of Ohio from 
forty-three thousand to one or two thous- 
and, and its utter annihilation. One or 
two thousand are nothing, are {lolitically 
inappreciable, in so immense a voting pop- 
ulation M that of Ohio. They are not 
worthy to be taken into account in any 
speculations as to the political fnitire. 
There are other conservative gales to come 
anon, aud terrible will be their uprooting 
wherever uprooting is necessary to be 
done. 

liy Monday morning we shall no dou'nt 
l»e able to give lull returns from Ohio, 
I’eur.sylvania, aud Indiana, and extensive 
ones Irom Iowa. Till then we need not 
ciiuiment further upon the great results 
wbicb have occurred- Of one ibiiig, aud 
tbat an all-important thing, both Demo 
crats aud radicals may well feel and do 
feel perfectly as.sured — the former to their 
enthusiastic joy and the latter to their des- 
perate misery. The great fact is that the 
redemption of the country Irom radical 
sway and the re-establishiueut of all con- 
stitutional principles under the auspices 
of the Democracy is a late that none need 
attempt to Withstand. The grand revolu- 
tion has set in and is careering through- 
out tbe whole nation in its might, aud no 
power can turn it back. It is surging like 
an ocean in a storm, aud as well might an 
effort be made to beat back the latter as 
the former.

TEN MINUTHSWITH INDIANS. 



N.xnnO'W KtKAPK-KILI.KIi wit'll BULI.KrS

One of tbe most miraculous escapes 
from death ever recorded bel’el a young ; 
man, formerly a citizen of this place, on ! 
the 15th day of ‘June last, about eighteen 
miles from Fort llarker. His name is 
John K. Harbert, and he is known by i 
many persons residing here, and was for f 
some time employed by Mc.ssrs. Doty & 
Hodges. He is a nephew of John C. Rolf. - 
Uu the morning of the day above 
noted, he was on his way with a sub.sist- 
ence train from Honiick'g Kauche lo Fort ^ 
Dodge. They had camped beyond Fort 
llarker, and moved early before breakfast, ' 
intending to take that meal at tbe Ranche 
on Plum creek. Harbert arui a young 
man named Kinzie, from Canton, in this 
Slate, when they had arrived within a half 
mile of the stopping place, rode lorward 
on their mules, lo find u good ford across 
the etei k. 'J'hey had got about three 
hundred yards from the train, when, hap- 
pening look arouiid, they saw they were 
beset by Indians. There were fifteen ol 
them n.otinled on ponies. Harbert start- 
ed for the train, while Kinzie made for 
the Ranche. The Indians divided into 
two companies, sevi-u in each, leaving one 
to oversee matters generally. Kinzie had 
gone but a few steps when he was shot 
and killed, having been hit eight times. 
Harbert rode towards the train until he 
was beaded off' in that direction, when be 
went tor the plains. He soon came to a 
ravine that he could not cross, and here ' 
he was surrounded by the whole party. 
He wa.o shot through the shoulders, aud 
speared, the object appearing to be rather 
to disable than to kill. 

They rode clo.se np to him, and one old 
Indian struck him across the back with 
bis spear, trying to knock him oil' of bis 
mule. Finding that he could not keejihis 
animal, Harbert slipped otf of him and 
went out of the ring by a sadden flank ' 
movement and ran. lie was tired at and 
speared at, and at Igst again surrounded. 
'J'his happened four or tire times, and still 
he continued to elude them, every time ' 
getting nearer to the train. When he got 
nearly there, the Indians dropped otf, so 
there was but one, the old fellow who bad 
struck him with his spear, in pursuit. 
Not feeling particularly friendly with him, 
he concluded to give him a parting token 
of remembrance, aud attempted to fire at 
him with his revolver. At that moment 
he was struck in tbe region of the stomach 
by a shot that made him so sick that he 
was glad to get in tbe lee of the train at 
any rale. ' 

The Indians did not seem anxious to 
approach the train, and coiisnited togeth- ; 
tr, about fifty yards off, for a few minutes, 
when they turned their ponies and rode 
away at the top of their speed. As soon ! 
as the Indians bad gone, men from tbe ' 
ranche came out aud kindly took care of i 
the wounded man — conveyed him to their ■ 
bouse, and did all they could for bis com- I 
fort until he was taken away by the sur- ' 
geon to Fort llarker. The Indians had [ 
robbed this ranche the previous night, j 
having taken their horse.s and those be- . 
longing to the stage company. They did 
not disturb the house, though the doors < 
were open. 

At the time the attack was made, there , 
was not a thought of danger to the party. 
There were several of the men with the ' 
train who bad arms, bat so unsuspicious j 
were they that they were all in the w.tgoiis I 
and unloaded. When the Indians first ^ 
made their’ appicarance the wagons were ' 
immediately eorraled, and a box of gov- 
ernment muskets was broken open and 
charged, but by this time the work bad 
been done. Kinzie bad been killed and ' 
Ilarbt-rt Lad returned just alive. 

Tbe Indians making the attack were the I 
Cheyennes — one of the most warlike and 
savage ol the Indian tribes, tbe Camanches 
only bt-ing their equals in this regard. 

llurbert was left in the hospital at Fort 
Harker until about two weeks since, when 
i.e inarted for borne, lie looks thin, wears 
his left arm in a sling yet, and c.irries un 
Indian bullet somewhere iu his tlesb, but 
ibiiiksbe shall come out all right. His 
escape with life is one of the most remark- 
able facts iu tbe history of Indian warfare.

Wagner’s beautiful opera of Tannhau- 
ser is better known than the popular story 
on which it is ba.sed. Whether history or 
legend — even as simple allegory — it in- 
structs; and, though tragic, interests. The 
passionate minstrel, yielding to the siren 
lures of pleasure— with its forfeiture.s, and 
almost irrecoverable guilt; the pure heav- 
enly love and compassion of the princely 
Elizabeth — betrayed ami wronged by the 
idol of her heart; the supernatural con- 
demnation of the over-zealous Innocent, 
the I’ope — vicegerent of Christ — cursing, 
instead of blessing, the prostrate peni- 
tent — all touch our purist sensibilities, 
and vindicate our common Christian fuiili. 
Tl.e suhsiance of thi- dramatic legend, as 
known and repi ated in Germany, is the 
following, translated by Rev. William 
Barry: 

In" A. D 12<'7 lived at the castle of 
WaHbiirc (near Ei-enaeh), on the Rhine, 
the Eaiiilgrnve Hermann. Ambitions lo 
win the imperial crown of Germany, he 
brf iigbt WOC.S on his own and the Father- 
land. Yet worked he good, in many w.ay.s, 
for his domain. Not least was he the 
patron of art and song; and the most 
gifted minstrels aud poets were assembled 
at his court 

The chief in rank was TT nricU von Ris- 
pac'h. Chancellor of the Landgrave: then 
Hcimar von Zweter, born on the Rhein- 
gau, who, after his return from tbe Holy 
Land, settled in Bohemia, visiting various 
courts. Then was the Minnesanger, Walter 
von der Vogelweide, a knight, yet citizen 
of St. Galler, in Switzerland, who still fol- 
lowed tbe Crusade, inspiring it by his 
songs. Two others, not noble, yet gifted ! 
and honored, were Veterolf, in the service 
of the Landgrave, and Heinrich von Ofier- 
deiigen, in the service of Leopold VII., of 
Austria. 

But towering above all these, as to 
genius and skill, were two noble knights — 
Wolfram von Escheiibacb, a Swiss — later ' 
famed by his heroic pbein, "I’areival and 
Telurcl’ — and the passionate, pleasure- I 
loving, youthful Taiibauser — a Turkish 
knight ot noble descent and rare talents. { 
All these were rivals. Each had his 
favorite love in Eisenach. Two only had , 
aF]>ircd to the love of tbe angel-sister of 
the I.atidgrnve — the beautiful Elizabeth — 
Wolfram and Tannhuuser, the first in re- , 
served veneration, the latter iu tierce, hot, 
youthful love — ready to fight for her in 
rhyme or song, with sword, or spear, as 
besecued a true knight. 

Elizabeth, gentle and sweet as a May ( 
peach -blossom, knew the thoughts of 
bolh; but knew not love, or which to | 
choose; Wolfram's deep revering, earnest 
’ notes touched her woman's heart, yet 
Tannhauser's tall figure, fiery look, and , 
gladsome strains struck deeper root than | 

! the more dreamy essays of Wolfram. i 
Each knew the other a rival, but not con- | 

' fessing it. Still was neither envious of 
favors received. Their rivalry was the 
' court's theme. The Landgrave knew, and ; 
' was proud of it. 

[ Four or five miles from Eisenach, on t 
I tbr road to Gotha, is a high, steep hill, ^ 
. called Horselberg — now deemed haunted 
by evil spirits. In cold winter storm, . 
' when tbe trees rattle in the blast, and the ' 
snow flakes whirl, covering tree aud path, 
wailing notes descend to the valley; the 
peasant, sitting by bis warm fire, crosses i 
' nimself, e.xc'aiming to Lis children: 
j “Hear how wail thr poor souls on the 
mountain. May no evil befall us.” Hence
